25th Mass. Yol, Newbern, 1862 5 cents, and H. B. Sheldon 14th Mass. Regiment, 
which you have. The denominations ard 25, 50, and $1.00. I certainly will 
let you know if I come across any others. 

I am much interested in the Washington piece which you sent 
rubbings of. It is new to me. I have never gone into Washingtons, so cannot 
tell you how rare it is. It is not in our collection here, which is a very 
extensive Washington collection. I would hardly call it a dollar because in 
order to call it that it would have to be intended for such, either a regular 
coin @r a pattern. The size is simply a coindidence. The reeding on the edge, 
although not common in medals, nevertheless is used on the same. The double 
head cent was used for a cent, so it has a right to the name.
